The bank has a system by which the 
housewife submits to the teller a single 
sheet of paper whereon are entered the 
sums to be paid the butcher, the baker, 
and the candlestick maker. One check 
accompanies this sheet, made out to 
the bank, for the total of the budget. 
The bank! pays each of the tradesmen. 

Mr. Bull used these budget sheets in 
getting his averages. | 

Mrs. re wife of the banker, used 
the housdhold budgets of fifty of her 
friends, who had kept them for a year. 
Her figures show about what was spent 
for each item in the cost of M¥ing in 
1917. 

Food, Rent, Clothes, 70 Per Cent. 

It will be seen that.the housewife in 
these averages’ saved twice as much 
three years ago, as she does today, 
though she spent much less on food and 
*rent than she does now. 

Rents have gone up about 25 per cent 
in three years; food has increased about 
50 per cent; clothes about 25 per cent— 


either that or the average person isn't 
buying as many clothes nowadays; and 
food, rent, and clothing take up 70 per 
cent of the present day income. 

“Under the item of advancement, ” 
explains Mr. Bull, “I have placed the 
money spent an books and magazines, 
on clubs, on education, on recreation, 
the money given to church and to char- 
ities. ” 

Cut Gifts to Charity. 

Three years ago people spent from 
13 to 20| per cent of their money on 
these things. The bank statement 
shows they have woefully pared these 
expenses, Some have given up their 
clubs. decreased their donations to 
charity, subscribed to fewer magazines. 
Some cannot afford to’go on with their 
educations. Some are spending little 
for recreation. 

“By operating expenses,” Mr. Bull 
says, “I mean the money spent for 
light, gas and electricity for fuel, for 
medicine, for ‘repairs to houses, for 
furniture, dishes and similar things.”

FORESEE BOOST 
WAGES FOR 
WORKERS 


Hearing Here Opens 
—Rates to Rise 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 

Rail managers themselves said that 
a large part of the railroad workers 
are entitled to higher pay yesterday 
when the United States raflroad labor 
board opened in Chicago its final hedr- 
ings on wage demands that have been 
hanging fire aince last July. 

The brotherhoods already have pre- 
sented their arguments in a fortnight’s 
hearings at Washington. The roads 
will finish their side of the case in 
quick order, and Within a month, or 


perhaps sooner, the board may make-> 


its award. 

The members themselves furnish no 
forecast as to the time. Mum’s the 
word, but on the outside, the railroad 
brotherhoods say they have quite well 
founded assurances that new wage 
schedules will be forthcoming some 
time in June. 


Sees Improved Transportation. 

And,” said A. F. Whitney, vice 
president of the Brotherhood of Raf. 
way Trainmen, “the sooner the wages 
are settled the quicker transportation 
will be improved. The one and only 
way to bring transportation back to 
normal is to make the wages attrac- 
tive, so that men will stick to railroad- 
ing—and $5 a day these times is not 
attractive. That's the situation in a 
nutshell.” 

The increases asked by the 2,000,000 
employés of America’s transportation 
plants aggregate $1,000,000,000 a year. 
Statistics submitted by E. T. Whiter, 
as chairman of the conference board 
of railroad managers, indicated that 


in the annual pay roll. 

During the period of federal control 
Wage advances were made by the rail- 
road administration which aggregated 
another billion dollars in round num.- 
bers. The roads estimate that for every 
$100,000,000 added to the pay roll about 
3 per cent must be added to the freight 
rates to make the roads come out even. 
Freight Kates May Jump 50 Per Cent. 

Mr. Whiter pointed out that the in- 
crease of 28 per cent in freight rates 
which the lines are now asking from 
the interstate commerce com sion is 
largely to provide for the billion dollar 
advance during the last two years. 
On this basis, if the pending claims 
went through unchanged it would 


about 30 per cent in freight rates. 

The best judgment of men in close 
touch with the situation is that wages 
may be raised to a point where a com- 
pensatory jump of 45 to 50 per cent in 
freight rates may be asked. 

In eonnection with this however, 
some brotherhood officers argue that 
if “reasonable and just” wages are 
paid it will mean a gingering up of 
the service ,and an increase in the 
amount of traffic handled by the pres- 
ent plants. 

There is no lack of business in 
sight—it is measured only by the ca- 
pacity of the roads. After the present 
congestion is relieved, too, they argue, 
improvements in the process of ship- 
ping, heavier loading of cars, prompter 
loading and unloading, scientific rout 
ing to relieve swamped terminals, 
would mean greater traffic service and 
larger revenue.

He has been in solitary confine- 
ment in the bolshevik All-Russian ex- 
traordinary commission prison in Mos- 
caw for a year and a half. 

Information of the undermining of 
health and necessity for his release 
to save his life was received from the 
American legation at Copenhagen, with 
Lady Marling, head of the British pris- 
oners’ relief committee in Russia, as 
authority for the statement. 
| “The department of state,” says an . 
oficial, “has made frequent efforts 
through various channels to effect the 
release of Mr. Kalamatiano, against 
whom the bolsheviki made the wholly 
unfounded charge of ‘ espionage.’

STARVED RAILROADS MEAN A 
STARVED NATION. 


In the present railroad situation the United 
States confronts an emergency almest as serious, 
ff not as spectacular, as any. -which\ developed in 
the war. If proof of that fact is needed it may 
be found in the dispatches from Washington which 
announce that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion is likely within forty-eight hours to grant 
priority of shipment for food, fuel, and perishables. 
Such action is planned at the urgent request of 
railroad officials. 

It means practical admission that the railroads 
hawe collapsed under the burden of general freight 
and must have specia] rulings to keep the nation 
supplied with food and fuel It means that, with 
such priority to combat, other freight must come 
to even more of a standstill than it already has 
reached. It means factories producing less essen- 
tial commodities must close or reduce output. It 
will, if it hag not already done so, bring home to 
every thinking person a realization that the life of 
the nation is dependent upon the railroads and is 
menaced by failure of the railroads to function. 

The interstate commerce commission has power 
to fix rates which will eventually restore the rail- 
roads to efficiency. The railroad labor board has 
power to fix wages which will restore the human 
factor on the raflroads to efficiency. Both must 
act, and act quickly. 

No conceivable increase in wages or freight 
rates can mean as great a loss to the nation as 
will further cessation of traffic. 

For decades the public has assailed the railroads 
as exploiters. For years the interstate commerce 
commission has acted’ as the agent of the shippers, 
vractically regardless of the interests of the roads. 
Between public opinion and the commission the 
roads have been forced to operate on a constant- 
iv’ marrowing margin of profit. The situation is 
analogous to the fable of the farmer who gradu- 
ally reduced the feed of his horse in the hope that 
pe could teach it to live on nothing. He finally 
sot it down to two straws a day. Then the horse 
ied.” 

The railroads have been forced down to two 
straws’ a day. They can no longer pull a load. 
They are in imminent danger of dying unless the 
vation is increased. Priority of food, fuel, and 
perishable shipments is hardly more than the two 
straws. They must be given a bale of hay in the 
form of adequate freight rates. 

It is up to the labor board to settle the wage 
dispute. Then the interstate commerce commis- 
sion will have full data to set adequate rates. Ac. 
tian shonld be a matter of days, not of weeks or 
months. 


MEXICAN REVOLUTIONISTS. 

In the first of a remarkable series of TRIBUNE 
articles by the distinguished Spanish novelist, V. 
Blasco Ibanez, he lays his finger on the fatal weak- 
ness of every Mexican revolution. _. 

“ There is,” he says, “a situation peculiar to Mex- 
ico. In every country one can find the disinter- 
ested revolutionary type—the ascetic agitator, who 
expects to get from revolution only the ideal sat- 
isfaction of victory. Among the Mexicans who 
oceupied the highest public offices after the revolu- 
tion I searched in vain for the Don Quixote, for the 
type that appeared in the French and Russian 
revolutions, the disinterested patriot who thinks 
only of the common weal without regard to his 
own advantage. I failed to find him. Those I 
met are men of hard practical sense who never lose 
sight of personal profit.” | 

Mexico needs no “ascetic agitator,” mo Don 
Quixote. What she does need and has never found 
in the course of her long experience of revolution 
is a group of men who are neither dreamers nor 
predatory politicians, but men inspired by unselfish 
motives, who are interested less in making their 
own .private fortunes than in building a tion. 
[It is a most extraordinary fact, and certainly, a 
most unfortunate one, that Ahrough, the ng 
remturies since the coming the white man t 
Mexico real patriots of ste€ngth and ability have 
not appeared. The governors from Spain followed 
the Spanish tradition, enriched themselves and rpe- 
turned. But when Mexico became independent of 
Spain there was no change.

the treasury and holding all but the highest power;

century have risen to serve political progress in 
and America. | 
Mexico through the same centuries has hardly 
moved. Her rulers have never been builders. 
Her people could not choose builders to lead them. 
Statesmen-builders do not grow under the condi- 
tions of Mexican life. Spain, whence her ruling 
class was drawn, has not produced the modern 
-statesman. The Spaniard in Mexico did not. The 
Mexican people are Indians. 
Not until, in our consideration of the Mexican 
problem, we put away our preconceptions drawn 


from our Own history and conditions, and coolly | 


lock the facts of Mexican history and Mexican con- 
ditions in the face, shall we be able to form a

SMOKE SCREENS AND PEACE. 

The resolution repealing the declaration of war 
against Germany and Austria passed by congress 
in 1917 will go to the president probably this week. 

It is assumed at Washington that he will veto It. 
In preparation for the inevitable the new Demo- 
cratic leader in the senate, Senator Underwood, re 
marks that the resolution is “merely a political 
play.” 

The remark comes very hollowly from Senator 
Underwood. He knows that when he and the 
other Democratic senators vote to sustain the 
veto they will be playing politics because they 
will not be voting as they would vote if released 
by the president. : 

There is politics on the Republican side of the 
senate, but there is personal and private conviction 
with it, as there is not when most of the Demo 
crats line up to vote against their own private pref- 
erences, as they did when they voted against the 
reservations and against the repeal of the declara- 
tion of war. 

If there is a fact that fs notorious in Washington 
it is that fear of the president and party discipline 
alone have kept the Democrats in line. 

Senator Underwood says the smoke cloud of the 
resolution will not fool the people as to who is re- 
sponsible for the nation’s not being at peace with 
the world.” 
Does Senator Underwood think any one is fooled 
by his smoke cloud? The Republicans are not 
going to deny responsibility for refusing to have 
peace on Mr. Wilson’s terms. We are perfectly 
satisfied to go to the people with that responsib]I- 
ity. We are quite confident the people have fo!- 
lowed the whole course of proceedings and know 
just where the responsibilities for each step belong, 
as follows: In 1918 Mr. Wilson announced that he 
must have a Demo@ratic congress to support him. 
The people elected a Republican congress. Never 
theless he appointed himself to go to Paris as our 
people’s sole representative—the rest of the commis. 
sioners were not expected or permittted to function 
as free agents. In February of 1919 Mr. Wilson re- 
turned with the first draft of the covenant. Re. 
publican senators in the exercise of their sworn 
duty and of the responsibility imposed upon them 
by the constitution attempted to advise the presi-. 
dent and formally warned him that they would not 
consent to the covenant as presented. Neverthe- 
less the president returned to Paris, proceeded with. 
negotiations under the strictest censorship, and 
finally returned with a treaty which he has since 
insisted the senate, regardless of its convictions, 
must ratify without modifications. : 

These are the terms upon which the president 
offered peace. 
The senate Republicans with several Democrats, 
who placed their senatorial duty and private judg- 
ment above party considerations, refused to accept 
the treaty without reservatiofs or modifications. 
They have refused peace at the price the president 
demanded. Let Senator Underwood be advised 
that they do not evade responsibility for this ac. 
tion, but on the contrary are willing and anxious 
to go to the people with that responsibility. 

The resolution repealing the declaration of war 
does not hide this resolution and is not intended 
to, as Senator Underwood well knows. It is in- 
tended to avoid the impasse which exists by reason 
of the fact that neither the president nor the 
majority of the senate will give way. The presi- 
dent will not accept reservations. The Republican 
senators will not ratify without reservations. The 
people want peace, or rather a recognition of the 
actual state of peace which exists. It can only be 
had by some such method as the Republicans in 
congress have chosen. : 

For that action the Republicans are quite ready 
to take full responsibility, and the Democrats are 
welcome to the responsibility of defeating it. 
There is no smoke screen in this action. It is 
Senator Underwood who is putting forth the smoke 
screen, we don’t wonder.

BEST. 
Modesto, Cal., May 14.—[Editor of.

“There have been far visioned statesmen 
in other daye, but they were nearsighted as 
compared with the lawmakera of Modesto. 
Our respects to this pioneer of progress. 
Some day it may see the distant smoke of 
our camp fires far in the rear and may even 
hear faintly. with a favoring breeze, the notes 
of our bugle, but we doubt it. 
““ Modesto. the vidette. will have moved on 
by that time and will be forever a solitary 
figure standing out against the sky.”

INTO DEER, WATER. 


Muncie, Ind., May 13.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—Your correspondent “Dp.” in 
today’s TRIBUNE is away off on his facts 
when he says “ Chicago, Cleveland. and 
other lake ports can now load, if they 
have the freight ocean boats, direct to 
foreign ports.” 

The boats built on the lakes for the 
United States S. B. were built to draw 
about twenty-two feet, more or less, 
loaded. No oat yet has taken a full 
cargo from a lake port. Why? Because 
there is only a little over thirteen feet 
on the lock sills. In the summer of 1918 
one of the lake boats on the way to 
Montreal damaged its stern post when 
drawing thirteen feet seven inches by 
grounding on the sill of lock 22, Welland } 
canal. 

All these boats that went from the 
lakes, if bound overseas, loaded about 
a 30 per cent cargo and completed after 
arrival at Montreal. A deep waterway 
would allow these vessels to-fully load 
ata lake port. Now they have to go o 
an ocean port 70 per cent empty. :

but actually destroys valuable property. 
The rooster is responsible for the spoil- 
ing. of thousands of dollars worth of 
eggs in hot weather every year, and 
a large percentage of this loss could 
be prevented if male birds were sepa- 
rated from the flock by June 1 or ealier 
if possible. 

* Poultry experts estimate that 99 per 
cent of the roosters should be either 
sold or eaten as soon as the breeding 
season has passed, and those kept for 
breeding purposes should be carefully 
penned away from the hens. Dealers 
- pay a fair price for roosters, and are 
usually glad to get them from the 
country. The season for broilers this 
spring is fully thirty days later than 
usual, and roosters are selling at a 
fair price. The average poultry raiser 
is not often enthused about eating the 
roosters, but they make a fine dish if 
properly cooked. 


In suburban flocks, where quarters 


are limited and the runs are small, the 
value of separating the males from 
the females is sometimes questioned 
if the rooster is to be kept. Comfort- 
able quarters for the rooster are nec- 
essary. The great difficuity, where 
poultyymen are not properly equipped, 
is that.-male birds penned separately 
are neglected and suffer. This is a 
distinctive disadvantage in the long 
run. The value of the birds as breeders 
will depend a great deal on how they 
are handled during the fall and winter. 
It is often advisable for the suburban 
flock owner to sell all the male birds 
at the end of the hatching season and 
buy new breeding stock the next spring. 

Only the exceptional roosters should 
be saved. The 4 year old male of de- 
sirable qualifications, if healthy, is bet- 
ter able to head a breeding pen than 
an immature and undersized bird. The

Gabrielle Claus, soprano, gave a re- 
Cltal in Kimball hall last night and ‘| 
impressed by the skillful use of a dra- 
matic soprano voice of unusual range, 
volume, and tonal purity. It is a voice | 
essentially operatic in quality, and yet

finer and more delicate effects which 
song recital work demands have been 


brought weil within scope. 


Hampered at first by slight nervous- 
ness, only in the second group did the 
singer reach best revealment of her 
capabilities. The more she sang the 
better the voice, style, and interpreta- 

tive powers came into evidence. 
In the arta, “In Trine Morbide,” 


from Puccini’s “Manon Lescaut,” one 


of the high points of the evening's 
achievement was attained, and the 
tonal wealth of the voice and yet the 
singer’s technical mastery of her art 
was admirably displayed. An uncom- 
monly interesting and effective song 
entitled “Hauntings,” written by. 
Mahdah Payson, was interpreted 
fine understanding and with excellent 
Oo teat of its eerie dramatic qu ual- 
ty. 

Other songs which disclosed the

advantage were the Henschel “ Morn- 
ing Hymn,” Schumann’s matchless 
“Thou Art Like Unto a Flower,” given 
with full appreciation of its sustained 
sincere style, and the Brahms’ spirited 
“The Forge.”

Cor Sirup Sweets. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


Every state had war conservation 
recipes, but more effort was put upon. 


saving flour, or using a substitute for | 


it, than in developing pleasant sweets 
without cane sugar. Of the substitutes . 
then used for sugar, most have in- 
creased to unbelievalfle prices—-honey 
50 cents, maple sugar 60, and so forth-— 
but the corn syrup is still reasonable, 
and when sophisticated as when made 
into table syrup, is rather sweet. 

In the ‘‘ Conservation Recipes,” com. 
piled by “The Mobilized Women’s Or- 
ganization of Berkeley, 
these which ought to be trustworthy: 

Yum Yum Pudding—One cup of 
cooked cereal, one-half cup of white 
table corn syrup, one-half cup of milk, 
one-half:cup of raisins, two eggs. Put 
all together in a double boiler. When 
smooth turn into a buttered baking 
dish and bake forty minutes. Serve 
with crushed fruit juice. [There are 
several specific directions lacking 
here. ] 

Sugarless Mar table- 
spoons of gelatin, one-half cup of cold 
water, two cups of corn syrup, one 
egg white, one teaspoon of vanilla or 
almond extract. Soak gelatin in cold 
water. Boil the corn syrup to the crack 
stage and pour it over the gelatin, 
beating it as it is added. Beat ten 
minutes and then add the egg white 
previously beaten stiff. Beat ten min: 
utes more and add the flavoring. In 
beating, first use a Dover egg beater, 
and when the mixture becomes too stiff 
to handle, use a large spoon. When 
just soft enough to pour, put it in a 
granite pan thickly dusted with corn 
starch. When thoroughly chilled, cut 
into cubes and roll in powdered sugar.

The claims of Henry Anthony Marsh,

| Attorney Wilson contended that “ is- 
/ sue,” by itself, meant “lawful issue,”

| struction. 

“It is not necessary to speculate 
upon the intentions of Marshall Field,”

Not Menace to Public. 


The attorney also assailed the con- 
tention of John B. Stanchfield, counsel 
for Capt. Field, who is supporting, the 
captain’s plea for a distribution of the 
residuary estate, had asserted that the 
“accumulation of so much money in a 
trust fund is against publie policy.” 

Mr. Wilson produced documents

Attorney Wilson also questioned the 
right of Capt. Field to seek a construc- 
tion of the will inasmuch as he is a 
trustee, and has been for the last two 
years.

PAROLES FREE 
1,730 CONVICTS; 


Hoyne Assails Law to 


Free Prisoners., 


State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne at- 
tacked the parole law yesterday. He 
asserted more criminals were being 
returned to Cook county by paroles 
than were being stowed away in the 
, penitentiary by the courts, He cited 
a dozen cases to illustrate the evil. 


“From time to time since I have 
been state’s attorney,” the prosecutor 
said, “‘I have had occasion to call at- 
tention to the abuse of the parole sys- 
tem. 
law enforcement agencies have done 
likewise. The evil is emphasized by 
the many major crimes that are com- 
mitted in our own city, no small pro- 
portion of which are committed by 
‘paroled convicts. 
| “TI have recently made an analysis 
‘of statistics compiled by this office on 
persons sent to and paroled from the 
Joliet penitentiary and the Pontiac re- 
formatory covering the period from 
Jan. 1, 1915, to the first of the present 
'year. The statistics show some very 
| surprising results. For instance, for 
the period mentioned there were 1,529 
‘persons sent to the Joliet penitentiary 
-from Codk county, an« during the 
'same period of time there were 1,730 
persons paroled from Joliet to Cook 
county. In other words, there were 
201 more persons paroled from Joliet 
to Cook county than were sent from 
this county.. 

Some Paroled Four Times. 
-“The statistics show that in certain 
cases prisoners have been paroled from 
the penitentiary as many as four times 
for the same character of offense and 
returned for violation of parole each 
time? I find, too, in many cases pris- 
oners given indeterminate sentences 
have been paroled after eleven months’ 
servitude,, despite the fact that they 
had been convicted of as many as ten 

\criminal offenses at prior times. 

“Certain cases also show that pa- 
roled prisoners from Joliet and Pontiac 
have been found guilty of murder and 
manslaughter after being paroled. 
There were a number of cases where 
paroled convicts have been rearrested 
while in the act of committing rob- 
bery, burglary, and other serious 
crimes. An- examination of the Pon- 
tiac and Joliet parole records shows 
that the average length of time served 
by prisoners given indéterminate sen- 
tences is from twenty-two to twenty- 
four months, respectively, although 
many of these indeterminate sentences 
run from one year to life. 
| Hits Professional Reformers. 

“The loose method of paroling pris- 
oners is demonstrated by the fact that 
‘unscrupulous politicians, saloonkeep- 


j |ers, and persons of questionable char- 


‘acter are often selected as sponsors for 
persons paroléi. A large majority are 
paroled to professional reformers, some 
of these reformers having as many 
ag 100 persons paroled to them at one 
time. It is an utter impossibility for 
one individual to keep track of so 
many paroled convicts, no matter how 
sincere and how well meaning their 
efforts. | 
“The abuse of the parole law has 
been, commented upon and condemned 
in no uncertain terms by practically 
every grand jury sitting in 
county during my entire administra- 


tion.” 
A Stiff Handicap. 

An appended table showed that 1918 
was the most flagrant year, 507 crooks 
being paroled from Joliet, while 227 
were “sent down.” The year before 
the score stood 265 to 353 in favor of 
parole. Last year showed some im- 
provement, with convictions leading, 
285 to 181. Still, the state’s attorney 
finds this a pretty stiff handicap to 
work against. 

The Pontiac records show that while 
1,254 persons were sentenced to serve 
there in mast five years, 916 were 
paroled,

Eari Kitchener visited West Point 
tn 1913 and spoke with enthusiasm of 
tohat he saw. Reaching Australia, he 
proved that his worcs had been more — 
than the compliments of ceremony by 
exactly modeling the Australian milit- 
try academy on West Point. 
Who is right—the president emert- 
tus of Harvard or_the winner of the 
Boer war and the organizer of English 
victory in the world war? 

The answer is of vital importance to 
every American citizen and his chil- 
dre.—wvital in no idle sense, but in 
the sense of being a matter of Ufe and 
death. 
Representative Britten of Itnois 
has asked congress to find it. 


Peculiarly National Question, 

Of all American schools, West Point 
is peculiarly of, by, and for the nation, 
and anything that helps or hurts helps 
or hurts the nation in a vital spot. 

West Point belongs to the whole 
as a whole. Every congres- 
}sional district feeds it. Every county, 
village, city, province, no matter how 
small or how remote, in every state 
and every dependency, is a potential 
feeder to it. | 

Grant came to the academy from a 
hamlet in Ohio and was so obscure that 


the academy authorities fixed on him 
for life a name with which he never 
was christened. 

Military men say that West Point, 
as to material received, is a good cross- 
section of the country, but not a good 
military cross-section. As the material 
received by the academy is not hand 
picked by the academy itself, but is 
sent to it as a result of con 
presidential, and commissional appoint- 
ments not absolutely determined by ex- 
aminations, which are not eld by the 
academy, but are held for ii, therefore 
the academy cannot be blamed for the 
quality of the material it received. It 
receives what is sent it, and it does 
that because the law of the land says 
it shall. 

Some with’ University Training. 

The point is highly important be- 
cause it bears on one of the gravest ac 
cusations which the venerable presi- | 
dent emeritus of Harvard has made 
against West Point—i. e. that the 
academy receives indifferently equipped 
men. 

The truth is that the scholarship of a 
considerable proportion of the men ad- 
mitted to the academy is superior to 
that of the average 17 year old Amer- 
ican schoolboy, because 25 per cent of 
the cadets in the academy today are 
men who have had from one to three 
years in the universities. Some are 
graduates of universit »s. The age lim- 
its for entrance to the academy are 17 
to 22 years. This enables a man enter 
'ing Harvard at 17 and completing the 
four year course there to enter the 
academy at 21. There is a three year 
Harvard man among the cadets now. 

Despite certain deficiencies and loop- 
holes in the method of conferring West 
Point cadetships upon American, Porto 
Rican, and Filipino youths—deficien- 
cies and loopholes which make a cer- 
tain number of appointments political 
pap—the fact remains that in those 
solid attributes which make for good 
citizenship the boys reaching the acad- 
emy are superior to those entering any 
other American school. 

Few Undesirables Enter, 


Physically they are prime. They 
have to be. Morally much is proved 
by the mere fact of their appointment.

A Poor Boys’ School. 


Physically, West Point represents 
the best America. It has to. ; 
Geographically, it is emphatically 


representative of all America. It has 
to be. 

Morally, it is representative of plain, 
solid, sane America. It cannot be any- 
thing else, despite faults of detail in 
the present system of appointing men. 
It is a poor boys’ school. Not 6 per. 
cent of the men in it come from fam- 
ilies of large means. 

Caste cannot survive such recruit- — 
ment and that is why West Point has 
for 118 years been of, by, and for the 
people. 

Hence, anything affecting the aca- 
demy affects the whole people— 
whether they know it or not. Prob- 
ably they do not. In peace time the 
acudemy is of no interest to civillans, 
except as a show place to travelers 
going up or down the Hudson by the 
day boat.
